“Make full proof of thy ministry.” 
2 Tim. 4:5. “As much as in me is, I 
am ready to preach the gospel.” Rom. 
1:15. According to Eph, 1:12-18 Jesus 
Christ is not only Himself close to 
man. but He is the perfect expression 
of God toward man. There is no con- 
dition no matter how complicated but 
what He is able to work. There is no 
hindering difficulty but what He is 
able to overcome. There is no suffer- 
ing, no bewilderment, no crushing de- 
feat, but what He can master. Nothing 
that man or devil knows can confuse 
Him. 

Let us look for a few moments back 
into the Old Testament and listen to 
some of the expressions from those 
faithful old worthies who stumbled 
on with expectant eye and hopes that 
inspired them. Listen to their testi- 
mony. 

Abraham, pressing on the weary 
trail that could only be seen by the 
eye of faith and appreciated with a 
spirit of trust, cried, The Lord will 
provide. Gen. 22:8. 

Moses, standing on a hilltop in a 
strange land when he could see noth- 
ing but the on rushing army of his 
enemies and the murmurings of his 
followers, proclaimed, The Lord is my 
strength and song, and he is become 
my salvation. Ex. 15:2. 

David, when apparently forsaken 
by men and hiding from the bloody 
sword of Saul, rejoiced and_ said, I 
have set the Lord always before me. 
Psa. 16:8. 

Isaiah, discerning a ray of light in 
the darkest hour of Israel’s history, 
proclaimed, A man shall be as an hid- 
ing place from the wind, and a covert 
from the tempest; as rivers of water 
in a dry place, as the shadow of a 
great rock in a weary land. Isa. 32:2. 

Jeremiah, standing as it were in the

of the armies of Babylon and the 
crash of his own nation in his ears, 
looked thru the darkness and said, 
The Lord our righteousness, Jer.

When 
we do, the yoke and burden will be 
light. We find some who add to the 
weight of their burden by allowing re- 
ligious prejudice to come in. This has 
caused many hearts to ache and 
friends to separate. No-religious toler- 


ance has caused good friends to be 
very bitter enemies, It has been the: 
cause of much blood shed. 


I have known parties to carry reli- 
gious prejudice for years and at the 
death of their opponent or the one who 
did not see as they did they would lay 
it all down and join in with others 
in believing their neighbor, after all,

This little man walked slowly but 
boldly up to the iron gates and he 
looked at the grinning rock walls that 
held within their borders slaves of 
lust and self-indulgence. Here stands 
a little swivelled man with giant faith 
and perfect trust saying, I am ready 
to enter, I have a message for you. I 
don’t have to get ready, I AM READY 
TO PREACH THE GOSPEL. Such 
boldness, such confidence, all but 
takes the breath of these who listen. 
Why, oh why would Paul have the au- 
dicity to make such an announcement 
at this critical hour?

He was to preach and he was sure 
of two things: An efficient message,

And when one 
knows he has the power to do a thing 
he takes courage. A man loses hope 
when he is assigned to a task he can- 
not perform. If you are out of heart, 
preacher, you will find your trouble 
lies in your task being too hard for you, 
And if your task is too hard, you will 
find that you are either out of har- 
mony with the Gospel in your person- 
al life or you have lost the vision of 
its power and doubt your resources. 
Paul was not afraid his task was great- 
er than the Gospel. He was always 
sure of God and that is what it takes 
to inspire confidence. Little matters 
what the task is if we live to where 
we can keep clear in our conscience 
that we have God. 

Who would dare measure the little 
difficulties we have beside the AIl- 
mighty? Why trouble ourselves about 
the difficulty which lies ahead? David 
said, If I ascend up into heaven, thou 
art there: if I make my bed in hell, 
behold, thou art there. If I take the 
wings of the morning, and dwell in 
the uttermost parts of the sea; Even 
there shall thy hand lead me, and thy 
right hand shall hold me. Psa, 139:8- 
10. 

It steadies our courage to be set- 
tled in faith. We may need Bible 
training, we may be suffering from 
lack of proper arrangement of _ ser- 
mons, we may be embarrassed by the 
discords in music and song, but of all 
things there is nothing that needs to 
be driven into the soul of the minis- 
ters of the Church of God more than 
CONFIDENCE IN GOD, and the only 
way we will make the world feel the 
shock of the pentecostal power is for 
us to have the endowment of God in 
our lives. We have a strong age to talk 
to and it gets it strength from sin, but 
we have a weapon with which to meet 
this age, the Gospel that is the power 
of God. Someone has said that we are 
troubled over the fact that we have 
creatures of doubt and unbelief born 
of the parents of intellectual deceit 
and groveling discontent and we are 
challenged with all our powers. And 
I guess he is about right. But the 
challenge holds no horrors to the man 
who goes in the fullness of the bless- 
ing .. the Gospel he preaches, and 
the task is not too great for those who 
depend upon the Gospel rather than 
little clap trap methods hatched in 
the ministerial hatcheries of the theo- 
logical institutions, all of which may 
spend their strength and fail with © 
bitter wail that it cannot be done. 

I want to make bold to deciare here 
and now that my faith has never been 
greater in the Gospel of the Son of 
God, AND AS MUCH AS IN MEIS, I 
AM READY TO PREACH THE GOS- 
PEL FOR IT IS THE POWER OF 
GOD. There is nothing too hard for 
the true ministers of God to do iif

The scripture saith, “But one of the 
soldiers with a spear pierced his side, 
and forthwith came there out blood 
and water.” St. John 19:34. Surely this 
blood and water that came out of Je- 
sus’ side is enough to convince us that 
it is the blood that flows from Jesus’ 
side that washes us whiter than snow.
